Berlin, April '23; — Bismarck's atti 
tude on the monetary question decid- 
edly favors maintenance of tho gold 
standard. The federal council has adopt- 
ed a motion that as the population has 
increased nearly 2,500,000, the coinage 
of silver be increased 1,500,000 marks. 

St. PETERSBuno, April 22. — It has 
been decided to grant 900,000 roubles 
annually to aid the peasants to free 
themselves from the burden laid upon 
them in 186L 

St. Petersbuuo, April 23. — The ex- 
ecutioner, Frohtoff, has received a hun- 
dred lashes for misinanagement in the 
the hanging of the nihilist, fljichaloff, 
■whose rope Ijroko twice. 

A correspondent vouches for the au- 
thenticity of the following: A printing 
press was discovered in St. Petersburg 
on the lOtli inst. and from 10 to 25 
persons were arrested at the same time. 
A few days ago a press, believed to be- 
long to the nihilist newspaper, the Will 
of ike People, was discovered and n 
dozen persons arrested. On the day of 
the execution of nihilists for conection 
with the czar's assassination three per- 
ilous engifiged in printing notices refer- 
ringtb the execution were arrested. 
The proprietor of the house containing 
the press and laboratory was also ar- 
rested.

There is no jprospect for the success of 
tho monetary conference, as in view of 
the present attitude of the powers 
decision to postjione or clpae, delibera- 
tions may be expected; 

Pahis,- April-25. — Preinantle, deputy 
master, and controller of the English 
■royal mint, is expected hero Wednes- 
day to represent England at tbo mon- 
etary conference. Ho is said to have 
been instructed simply to take notes 
and report to bis government, especially 
avoiding any expression of opinion that 
might be taken to imply acquiesence in 
the principles of the'* convokors of the 
confercncp. 

Athens, April 25. — Either tho gov- 
ernment is playing a deep game with 
its own people or Greece is on tho 
brink of war. The main point .in the 
Greek note which will be presented 
this week will be calling attention of 
the powers to the fact that thuy had 
not replied to the reservation contained 
in the Greek note; of the 7tli inst. 

CoNSTANTixoPLK, April 25. — TJie 
porte'a reply to the note of the power.s 
will probably reflect more or less clear- 
ly the unsatisfactory feeling produced 
by the Greek note. The chief aim of 
the porte in sacrificing territory is not 
merely to avert war at present, but to 
establish permanent friendly relations 
with Athens nnd permanent tranquility 
in tho Greek provinces in Turkey. A,3 
the Greek note ofl'ers little prospect of 
this being realized some guarantee will 
be asked for future compensation for 
the proposed sacritice. 

London, April 26. — Large numbers 
of people arrived at Hughenden to at- 
tend the funeral of Lord Beaconsfield 
including the Prince of Wales, Duke of 
Con'Tiugbt and Prince Leopold, with a 
wreath from the queen and others of 
the royal family. The Marquis of 
Hartinglon has gone. It is believed 
that Gladstone will not attend. Tho 
country ia in mourning attire. The 
Princess of AVales sent a wreath. Show- 
ery weather kept many at home. 

The funeral sorvicea completed all 
the principal mourners entered .the 
vault and placed wreaths on the coffiri' 
and before the vault was closed it was 
literally crammed with flowers. 

LoxDON, April 25. — Gibson said that 
the bill confiscated the property of land- 
owniirs without compensation for what 
was taken or security for what was left 
and gave only a guarantee of perpetual 
and universal litigation. The question 
of fair rents was dealt with by per- 
manently removing the law of supply 
and demand. 

Wharton (tory) moved an adjotu-n- 
nicnt of debate to givo the government 
time to answer certain pertinent ques- 
tion.", concerning the bill. 

Gorst (conservative) strongly con- 
demned the silence of the government. 

Gladstone said that the law ofEcers. 
had decided to consult together before 
answer was made to questions, 

StafTord Northcote remarked that as 
the hou.se was about to be called upon 
to vote for a second readifag- of the bill 
before explanation was given, there was 
nothing more unreasonable in the mo- 
tion for adjournment. 

Forster said the government desired 
to learn tho opinion.^ of other critics 
before replying. 

Harcourt charged the opposition with 
obstruction. . 

The motion for adjournment was 
withdrawn. 

The speaker rose to put the question 
for the bill to be read a second timn- 
when Lewis (conservative) moved ad- 
journment. ' . ; , 

Forster said that tho governmunl 
was perfectly willing.to give tho explan- 
ation demanded, but as there were 



threo amendments on the order book it 
was only rcsjiectful to defer reply until 
the men who proposed those amend- 
ments stated their viows. 

A. j\L SaUivan (home ruler) appeal- 
ed lo Nortlicote not to wastt; time* in 
party skirmishes when the Irish ten- 
ants were'urfder notice to quit. 

Staflbrd Northcote stoutly refuted the 
charge of obstruction. 

Lewis' motion was then withdrawn. 

Stuart (liberal) moved that no meas- 
ure of Irish reform is coiiiiilcte which 
does not deal with tho condition of farm 
laborers. 

Forster aaid that tht) government 
was ready to give favorable considera- 
tion to any clause for the amelioration 

of tho condition of laborer.s. Tlin land 
bill had three objects: roforni.s of land 
tenures, inL;rca.sc in the number of yeo- 
men jjroprielor.s, .ind the relief of over- 
crowded di.strict.s. The latter woukl bo 
effected by the stutf and, jiif^he direct 
tion of" emigration " or public works.' 
The increase of [jcabant proprietors 
would bo eflfectcd by advancing money 
to enai)le tenants to purchase holdings. 
The reform of tho laud lenuro wa.'j com- 
posed of three principles — a tribunal 
to fix fair.^reQt, security of tenure, and 
power of tho tenant to sell his interest 
in his farm. The bill would do land- 
lords no harm, but would confer bene- 
fits upon them. 

The debate was' then 'adjourned until 
Ihursday. * 

On motion of Lord Hartington, the 
house adjourned until 9 o'clock Tues- 
day night in honor of tho late Lord 
Beaconsfield. 

LoNDOX, April 20. — At a meeting of 
conservatives, Nortlicote presiding, 
sevi-iiil provisions of the, land bill were 
condemned a.s unjust to landlord^.' It 
was agreed that the government should 
be asked either to compensate landlords 
whoso pro[)erty would bo destroyed or 
depreciated by the bill, or come under 
a compulsory obligation to purchase the 
estates of those owners ready to sell at 
a fixed number of years. If the gov- 
ernment refused either of those propos- 
als, it was decided that the party would 
o[)])o.se the bill. ' ; ; ' 

A committee of Irish landlords has 
sent over an influential deputation lo 
watch the progress of the land bill. 

Bradlaugh will attempt to take the 
oath in the house of commons to-night. 
The whole opposition will' vote against 
it. Gladstone has notified Bradlaugh 
that lie will object unless Bradlaugh 
makes a statement removing^tfae objec- 
tion of members. 

LoNDO.v, April 2G. — In the house of 
conuiions ISraillaugh appeared at tho 
speaker's table to be sworn, when 
Northcote objected. The speaker re- 
quested Bradlaugh to withdraw. 
Northcote then moved that having re- 
gard to a reiiolution of the hou^e and 
tho reports of two .select conunittees 
Bradlaugh bo not p(!niiitted lo take 
tho oath. Liiboucliero said that the ob- 
ject of Norilicoct;'s motion was to stir 
up the smouldering eiubera of religious 
bigotry. Jolfn Bright defended Brud- 
lauch's right to take the oath on the 
ground of Bradlaugh's statement that 
tho oath would be binding on his con- 
science. 

With poruiission of the house, Brad- 
laugh, speaking from the bar, gave his 
word that the ■ oath would be binding 
on his conscience. 

Gladstone asserted that the house 
had no right to inflict disability on a 
nicm'jer whom it was admitted had 
no legal disqualifications. 

Northcote'a motion was adop,ted;.208 
to 175, amidst tremendous cheers from 
conservatives. 

Bradlaugh again advanced to the 
table and the speaker asked him to 
withdraw. He declined on the ground 
that the resolution was illegal. 

The speaker asked instructions. 

Northcote asked Gladstone whether 
he intended to move to carry 'out the 
resolution. •' 

Gladstone declined, saying that he 
could not take that function out of Itbe 
hands of the majority. 

Northcote then said that considering 
Gladstone had abdicated his functions 
as leader, be moved that Bradlaugh 
withdraw. 

Gladstone insisted that it was not his 
place lo move in the matter. 

Labouchere said that Bradlaugh vras 
prepared to return again and again to' 
the house. • ■ ' 

John Bright advised Bradlaugh to 
retire. 

Bradl aiigh declined, and the speaker 
directed him to withdraw and as he re- 
fused, the sergeant-at-arm8_ remoy.ed 
him to the bar, The speaker'asked'for' 

fresh instructions. 

LoN'DO.s, April 27. — Bradlaugh will 
again to-day attempt to tako the oath 
in tho house of com.mons. 

Dublin, April 25. — A custodian 
named Leyden^ Gal way, was shot dead 
to day by nine men who surrounded his 
houso. His son was severely injured. 
A coroner's jury returned a verdict of

WHO WILL SUCCEED BEACON'S- 
FIELD. 

Diipatclies received yesterda}- state 
that tlio groat question which uow 
agitat<>s tho conservalivo party is the 
choice of a successor to Lord Beacoxs- 
--^I'lBLD, It i^nob impossible that his 
lordship liift . some record of hia opin- 
ions on this subject for he frequently 
l.-';:referred in tho early part of his illness 
to some memoranda to which lie at- 
j»,tached great, importance. Lord Kpw- 
U«ro»i;^who-i8''holo HrusteiB of his papers, 
and Sir Phillip BosE,"one of hia ex- 
ecutors and his trusted friend and so- 
licitor, have searched anxiously for 
these memoranda hoth in Hughenden 
'^and at his house in Curzaii street, but 
. ,;,without success. His lordship never 
^^mentioned tlie subject in conversation, 
• - and of course no one introduced it. 
It would have been like telling him 
that he was doomed to die, and up to 
.',the last day ho labored under the ira- 
'^prosaion that ho had strength and will 
pdwer enough to' keep death a day's 
m^cb in the rear for years to coma. 
A' correspondent asked Dr. Quinn if 
Lord Beacoksfield took a desponding 
, view of his caso and he replied that it 
■was hard to judge. He never made 
> any direct allusion to the matter; but 
it_,,vyas gathered from hia remarks that 
he thougbl"hehad something in haiul," 
as Lord Paluerston said when death 
and he were at close quarters. At 
times, however, ho would suiile oddly 
when the doctors told him that ho was 
■ getting stronger, but up to the Sunday 
-f night' before nia death it" was evident 
|ha§ lip-had jbigh hopes of recovery. ' It 
]s certain that he did i\oi discuss even 
with Lord Rowtoh the future leader- 
ship of iho conservative party. Tho 
•best solution of tho diiHcuky appears 
"to be tho selection of Lord Sali.suury. 
.It will be received with many fore- 
bodings. Ho is identified with all tho 
_niost questionable details of tho ao- 
jcay,ed Hinperial policy." Bja, j^vaa tho 
author of the famous secret treaty ex- 
posed a clerk in the foreign ofiict, 
and, if what M. "Waddinoton says is 
,true, made another secret arrangement 
pledging England to lot' France seize 
Tunis by way of oflset to Britisli occu- 
"patiou of Cyprus. He is regarded with 
great suspicion and dislike by tho 
country gentlemen, who iiavo not for- 
gotten hia de.sprtion of thoir party in 
1866, when Mr. Disuaeli nought to 
fill the sails of the becalmed tory bark 
by pxteudina the franchise. It is just 
possible that the Carlton club meeting 
in order to give the party breathing 
time may put tho leadership ia tho 
hands of the Duke of Eicumond and 
Gordon for a v, hile. The conservatives 
have a great opportunity for complete 
reorganization, but circumstances will 
Jirevont them from taking advantage 
of 'it. 

THE GARFIELD ADMINISTRA- 
TION. 

The administration of President Gaii- 
FIELD is giving less satisfaction to his 
friends than to his enemies. Tho Now 
York Times, a staunch republican pa- 
per, says that during Haves' term the 
treasury department was largely man- 
aged to all intents and purposes cor- 
ruptly to further the political ambition 
of tlie secretary. The chief executive 
in "whose hands tho constitution places 
the great body of ajipointments, and 
who could at any moment have dis- 
missed cabinet officers who refused or 
neglected to carry out his views, in ef- 
fect abdicated hi.s otlice for the benefii 
of men who, whether selfislily and in 
violation of public interest or not, 
/shaped appointments with little refer- 
ence to principles that had been dis- 
tinctlv announced by their BU|)erior. 
There was sound administration in one 
department only because the head of 
that department was loyal to the presi- 
dent himself. Gakfield entering on 
hin work with a profesuediy less elevat- 
ed standard, bids fair to fall even furth- 
er below thac standard than Hayes 
did below hi.<;. The one department 
which under H.\yes was distinguished 
for its thorough application of the prin- 
ciples of sound administration has been 
turned over to politicians. The new 
secretary of the interior seems to have 
reestablished themoit vicious, wasteful 
and demoralizing methods of the old 
system. . He has abandoned competitive 
examinations, and the examinations 
which he has ostensibly substituted for 
them-are in fact farcical. New and in- 
competent men are put over the heads 
of men of tried and proved capacity, of- 
ten on higher salaries. The mainspring 
of discipline and efficiency, the certainty 
that merit and merit only would secure 
advancement, is broken. The beat men 
among subordinates are naturally dis- 
gusted and discouraged. 

THE CURFEW RESOLOTIOiW 

Coun. fJiiAKr.spiCAP.K's resolution to 
prevent the roaming at large after 10 
o'c1(ick'-p.''m. of youths unaccompanied 
by parents or guardians passed the 
Council unanimously on Wednesday. 
The councillors could not address them- 
selves to a higher or nobler object than 
the moral improvement of the young. 
Where paronta are lax or through ill- 
health or other causes have lost con- 
trol of their children, it is proper that 
the fitW should step in and interpose an 
authority that cannot be questioned or 
set aside. The police have long felt 
the necessity of a measure of the kind. 
Without it they have been powerleaa to 
disperse the gangs of boys who nightly 
throng thQ sidewalks! in the vicinity of 
the theatre, and, as Goun. Vioelius 
put it .on'^fWednesday, direct unseem- 
ly remarks' towards ladies and gon tie- 
men ;as*%jihey.. pass .in or out. ' It is 
saUBfactory-tfo know that the evil is to 
be suppressed, ftnd,tha>roy:dyuip will 



no longer flourish with impunity be- 
neath the eyes and no.ses of the con- 
stabulary.

The lines of Russell Block aro defined and 
the foundation wall wjll bo laid to-day. It 
will encoach 19 inches' on the'sidowalk and 
will bo a Serious injury to property all 
about it ; besides depriving tho city of 
land that belongs to it and which the 
council cannot soil or deed away. Tho 
(•wner of the land has all that ho over 
paid for and ho has not the slightest 
shadow of right to tho extra 19 inches he 
is about to appropriate. If the building 
is allowed to proceed on tho lines adopted 
the' valuo of property on the west side of 
Government street will be greatly 
depreciated. Some of the buildings 
between Yates and Bastion streets will 
project four feet over tho sidewalk to tho ' 
manifest injury of those who have made 
nerm.anont improvements. NVliere a man 
lias received all the land lie paid for ho 
cannot, legally, claim more; and if he 
should ''squat" on more ho must sooner 
or later make restitution. Wo hope that 
tho city will insist upon its rights and 
that .an injunction will be applied for. 

[After the above w-as in type wo learn 
that tho City Surveyor removed the 
stakes previously driven. Sliould the 
proposed encroachment take place it will 
be at the risk of tho owner or contractor, 
as there is not the slightest doufofc that 
expensive law. proceedings will ensue. 
The rights of tho city must be main- 
tained.] 

HorrinEf Pishory.

— Cablegrams 
say that ever since the assassination of 
the czar tho empress has be?n suffering 
from severe hysteric attacks, and wa.s 
threatened with death of the most hor- 
rible description should Sophie Pieoff- 
ski and Hoassy Helfniaunat, the two 
women implicated in the asBassination, 
be executed. She-made the most stren 
uous efforts to obtain their pardon, 
and received a promise to that effect. 
She did not discover the deceptive 
character of this promise until after tho 
execution of Pieoffski, and tho discov- 
ery threw her into violent paro.xysuis. 

St. Louis, April 26. — Yesterday 
afternoon Michael Rcvicr, a farmer, 
Valentine Walker, a half-breed Indian, 
Jaines Williams, a school teacher, and 
an old gnntlenuin of over 60 yours, 
were in the saloon of Jacob Bluin, ai 
Bridgton, 20 uiilca from this city. 
Walker and Revere got into a di,S|)ut(!

Tlio Direetora in making tlioir Animal lu']ioi-t liavo to inform tho Subsoribora 
that during tlio past yoar thoy havo buccoihUhI in [)ui ohu.sinj,' a plot of land of 5 acres 
immediately adjoining tho Hospital, for (.ho [mriM;iijof orocting an Asylum for Con- 
valescoiita in connection wi*.h tho Uo.spitnl. 'I'hc (.invLTiuiient havo voted a sum of 
money for tlie erection of the nccca.sary building.s; hut before tho works could bo 
commenced tho Govornmcnt reiiuiied the land tt> bo conveyed to, the Crown, which 
has "been done. Tho coming spring will, it i.s hoped, see this most nocossary adjunct 
to the institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that tho IIousu of .V.s.soinbly havo p.as.sod a resolution cnm- 
eletoly reversing tho policy under which the Hospital ha.i.becn for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto t!ie Oovornmunt havo boon content vrlth hav- 
ing two Diroctor.4 nn the lioard, and as a rule these Government Directors havo been 
active and useful niombors, and havo fully answui'od the purposes for which thoy were 
placed on tho Board. . .. -- 

Tho other Directors aro tho noniincos of tho Subscribers. Tlie proposed chango 
will bo detrimental to tho interests of thoHO for wlium a hospital i.s .supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up ii great deal of timo, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed ofliciuntly by eight geiitlunien will be equally as woll per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitable result will bo a rocurronce 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which tho public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly leaaon, and tho active and friendly assistauco given by 
many will hardly T)o extended to a purely Qovommont institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to express their thanks to Mossra: Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable sociotioa and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to tlie support of the institution. 

Tho affairs of tho Hospital liave boon oooiioniically nianagod, ns will bo Been by 
the amount of auflbrings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of the exponditure. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that tho cliango introduced by tho 
GoTcrnnicnt r.-ill prevent tlicni agr.in offering their Hnr\'iro'', and frf>ni tho npplir.itinns 
which havo been received for a return of subscriptions and tiio opinions expros.sed of 
tho change, thoy fear that tho closing of one of tho most u.scful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately be tho result. 

Tlicro yet remains to bo oonaidorod the ((ue.'itioii of tlie ownership of tlio pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was dovotod to its presont uso, and how far tho pro- 
sent changes will afjfoct it. .^On thiq .subject tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
give nn opinion. ' .

all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with the discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
